G.SR. 457 (E).—In exercise ol the powers conferred by lub-ieotion (1) of 
section 3 of the AU India Services Act, 1951 (81 of 1951), read with sub-rule (2), 
of rule 4 of the Indian Administrative Service (Cadre) JUilea 1964, the Central 
Government, in consultation with the Government of Himachal Pradesh, hereby
